Today’s assembly was mostly a 
formality. The real kick-off for the 
second session of the 81st Congress 
will come tomorrow. That is when 
Mr. Truman will tell the lawmakers 
what he expects from them. 
Beginning about I p. rn

the President will deliver his State 
of the Union address to a joint

At a White House meeting which 
ended shortly before Congress met, 
Mr Truman gave his Congressional 
high command an advance look at 
the message.
